Held

Farm er* In Their Flight, 


Taking Horses and Clothing— Uni­ 


formed Guards In Pursuit— Regular 


Soldiers Couldn’t Go W ithout Orders 


Leavenworth, 
Kan., 
Nov. 8.—One ; 
man was killed, five others dangerous­ 
ly wounded, and 26 desperate convicts 
are at large, as a result of a m u tin y , 
late yesterday afternoon at the site 
of the new United State's prison, two 
miles southeast of here, where 
4001 
prisoners from tho federal prison, .ai 
charge of 30 arm ed guards, were at i 
work. 
Started W ith Two Revolvers. 
When the trouble began the rebel­ 
lious prisoners had only two revolv 
ers. 
These had been secreted in one 
of the w-alls of the building by some j 
unknown 
person. 
Two 
walls 
are 
partly completed and the rem ainder 
of the site of tho building is surround­ 
ed by a high wooden stockade. 
Gus 
Parker, of Ardmore. I. T., one of the S. 
ringleaders of the mutiny, under pre­ 
tense of a necessity, walked to tho 
corner of the stockade, where the re­ 
volvers 
w ere 
concealed, and under 
cover of some weeds, secured them 
without being detected. 
He returned 
to the gang and passed one of the re­ 
volvers to F rank Thompson, a negro 
from South McAlester, I. T., who se- i 
creted It about his person. 
W hen F 
E. Hinds, superintendent of construe- j 
lion, and three unarm ed guards pre- j 
pared to round up the men at the end I 
of the day's work, the two armed con- J 
vlcts covered them with the revolvers, 
and, encouraged by the other m utin­ 
ous convicts, forced the men to walk I 
before them to the northern corner 
of the stockade, where they expected 
to m ake a rush through the opening. 
Outside of the stockade was an armed 
guard and the convicts were met 
the opening by C. 
E. 
Burrows, a 
guard, who fought them back, but who 
received two shots in the neck. 
Tho 
convicts then rushed over to the south 
wall to another opening and were met 
by A rthur Treelford, an armed guard, 
who is in charge of all the convicts. 
Treelford resisted the convicts 
and 
was 8hot twice, but not dangerously 
wounded. 
Defeated in their attem pt 
to escape 
a t 
this point, the men 
rushed to the guard house, a tempo 
rary frame structure, where the arms 
are k e p t 
The guards from the out 
side rushed in a t this point and drove 
the convicts away from the guard 
house. 
J. P. Waldrupe, a guard, shot 
and killed Ford \juinn, from Ryan I 
T. 
rush for the main entrance and 26 of of 
them succeeoed in escaping. 
Most if 
the escaped men are from indian ter 
ritory. Closely followed by the guards 
the men ran to a nearby forest an I 
succeeded fn evading their pursuers.

•that they have held up many farmers, 
taking horses and clothing.

iard was unable to communicate di­ 
rectly with M. Bapst, councillor of the 
French legation 
at 
Constantinople, 
aud was obliged to file all dispatches 
at the island of Syra. 
The French 
government is fairly 
satisfied with the progress 
already 
achieved in the dispute by the naval 
demonstration. 
The sultan has prom­ 
ised to settle all monetary claims, and 
has offered guarantees which fall lit­ 
tle short of those demanded. 
France, 
however, will insist on full guaran­ 
tees, and also on the surrender ut 
Turkey in the m atter of treaty rights, 
before evacuating Mitylene. 
No international complications are 
anticipated, in view of the powers' 
response to F ran ce’s 
note, and no 
trouble is expected on the island it­ 
self. 
Constantinople, Nov. 8.—The porte 
has yielded still further to the French 
demands, and has notified M. Bapst, 
the councillor of tho French embassy, 
that authority is granted France to re­ 
build or repair 16 churches, convents 
and other institutions situated in dif­ 
ferent villages.
